The Probleny of Austria. 

The sorry plight of the Austrian” Re- 
public has created a very dangerous condi- 
tion of affairs in Central Europe. As soon 
as the Vierinese Government recognised, 
after the London Conference, that no help 
could be expected either from Britain or 
France, and having failed completely to 


“interest the United States in its affairs, it 


sent the Premier, Herr Seipel, to try his 
luck in other quarters. First, he went to 
Berlin, where he. proposed an economic 
union with Germany. The German Govern- 
ment would like nothing better, if only 
because such a union would bring German 
industry appreciably nearer to the 
Adriatic; but, of course, it was powerless 
to help Herr Seipel on account of the 
veto of the Allies. Returning empty- 
handed from Berlin, the Austrian Minister 
went to Prague, where he put the case of 
his country before M. Benes and the 
Czecho-Slovakian Government; but while 
he was assured of the deepest sympathy 
with Austria’s lot, no encouragement was 
given to his proposals. Finally, he ap- 


| proached Italy—and only those who know 
the Austrians can appreciate to what | 


straits they must be reduced when they 
would countenance such a démarche, He 
met Signor Schanzer, to whom he pro- 
posed an economic and Customs union 
with Austria, and, although the Italian 
Foreign Minister was far too clever to 
show signs of enthusiasm at the sugges- 
tion, it was received with considerable sym- 
pathy in Italy, The Messaggero announces 
that the whole plan has broken down, 
and .we have no doubt that the report is 
true. Nevertheless, the project is in the 
air, and its implications are of enormous 
importance to Europe. 

The plain truth is that any kind of'a 
union between Austria and Italy almost 
inevitably would lead sooner or later to 
another war. A conference is in progress 
at present in Prague between the Foreign 
Ministers of the Little Entente. The re 
presentatives of Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo- 
Slavia have met already at Marienbad, 
and now they have been joined by the 
Rumanian Foreign Minister, and the 
Polish envoy to Czecho-Slovakia. The 
Little Entente proper consists of Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, and Rumania, and 
all. three are. very anxious to secure the 
addition of Poland to their number. 
Rumania already has an alliance of sorts 
with the Poles, but the famous Teschen 
affair still rankles, and between Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia very little love is 
lost. One of the primary purposes of the 
Prague Conference, however, is to recon- 
cile these and other differences in order to 
give complete unity to the foreign policies 
of the four nations. Now Jugo-Slavia is 
at daggers drawn with Italy. The Treaty 
of Rapallo seems to have been forgotten, 
and thé old Italian-Croatian feud “has 
broken out again. The Jugo-Slavs swear 
that they never will rest until they re- 
cover their lost territories in Venetia and 
Dalmatia, and the Bourbon-like spirit of 
their Nationalist Party constitutes a per- 
manent threat to Italy's safety, From 
their point of view the economic union of 
Austria and Italy would be fatal. 
only would it strengthen Italy’s position 
immediately, but it also would pave the 
way for a subsequent Jinking up with 
Germany via Vienna—in other words, for 
the reconstitution of the Triple Alliance. 
The Jugo-Slavs, therefore, are taking the 
reported overtures of Herr Seipel very 
seriously. They are said to be massing 
troops on the frontiers of Styria and 
Carinthia, and to be fully prepared to 
march on Klagenfurt. 

Such action would be followed at once 
by Italy’s armed intervention, and poor 
Austria would become the cock-pit of 
another European war. The Little 
Entente would niobilise against Italy. Pro- 
bably Hungary would take advantage of 
the general confusion to invade Transyl- 
vania. Poland almost certainly would be 
the object of attacks from Lithuania, 
Russia, and, possibly, German reaction- 
aries, while France would not be likely to 
remain passive for very long. These de- 
velopments, of course, are highly. im- 
probable at the present juncture, but the 
developments which followed hot on the 
heels of the Serajevo murder eight years 
ago were just as improbable at that time. 
America and the Allies are to blame for 
the fact that.another European cataclysm 
is even possible. Had they come to 
Austria’s aid a year ago, all would now 
be well.’ Had they even allowed her to 
establish economic, ‘as apart from poli- 
tical, union with Germany, she never 
would have sunk to the depths in which 
she is grovelling to-day. A confusion ef 
counsels, however, and the revival of the 
petty jealousies of pre-war days sealed 
Austria’s doom. She was left by the 
Allies, an economic monstrosity, to work 
out her own salvation, With the result that 
virtually her only hope of survival now 1s 
the Italian solution. There is one other 
way in which she can be saved, and we 
have been urging its adoption for the past 
three years. The Little Hntente is an ad- 
mirable institution, but it is too small. 
By the inclusion of Austria, and also cf 
Hungary, it could make itself into a real 
power in the world. It would acquire all 
the economic advantages which were -en- 
joyed by the old Dual Monarchy without 
any of its political weaknesses. It would 
banish the danger of a Pan-Slav bloc in 
Central Europe, and, above all, it would 
save Austria for civilisation.

Sweden and Prohibition. 

In deciding by referendum against total 
prohibition the Swedish people have 
followed the sound course of letting well 
alone; for, taking it on the whole, Sweden 
is 4 country in which intoxication is com- 
paratively uncommon, while the mental 


and. physical assaults of alcéholism are 


quite unknown. In the country districts 
a good deal of hard drinking still goes 
on, mostly of home-brewed puntsch, in the 
winter-time ; but the hard weather, which, 
by bringing days of -enforced idleness, 
gives the bottle its chance, also robs it of 
most of its ill effects. Usage, too, is a 
great temperer of excess, and it is notorious 
that home-brewed. puntsch in Dalecarlia is 
infinitely less productive of trouble than 
smuggled trade whiskey in the ‘Aaland 
Islands. It was in ‘the country. districts, 
however, that the vote went,’as it usually 


does, for prohibition; while the cities, |

notably Stbtichstin: and Gothenburg, voted | 


‘as heavily against it. In Stockholm, where 
a ‘drunken man, except for an occasional 
foreign sailor, is a rara, avis, prohibition 
means the destruction at a stroke of a 
great part of the social life of the city; 
for there people drink, not standing up in 
bar surrounded. with mirrors and bottles 
and with sawdust on the floor, but seated 
at tables with their families, eating and 
smoking and listening to really good music, 
When alcohol is taken under such condi- 
tions—and in Sweden the amount avail- 
able at a meal and the hours within which 
it can be obtained are strictly limited—it 
is robbed of its terrors, and the prohibi- 
tionist is robbed of most of his text, Nor 
is the case for liquor, as the Swedes see 
it, merely a negative one, a case ‘of harm 
done or no harm done, as may be. It is 
the grape and the barleycorn, as they see 
it, that have made possible the other 
amenities of civilisation, discrimination in 
eating, good conversation, pleasure in 
miusic, and the growth of esthetic taste. 
Certainly they have made drinking a polite 
habit in a way that the English-speaking 
races have never done; and, if they have 
been spared the rigours of prohibition, it 
is because they have earned their 
immunity. 


The Marcel Wave. 


In deciding to do public honour to the 
fiftieth anniversary of their greatest 
maestro, M. Marcel, the coiffeurs of Paris 
have done a wise thing. M. Marcel, 
inventor of the famous Marcel wave, has 
lived up to every standard of fame by 
which ‘the world measures its great men. 
He made a thing of beauty, that promises 
to be a joy for ever. When the name of 
every European statesman living to-day is 
buried in the obscurity of history books 
the name of M. Marcel will still be on 
the lips of men and women the world over. 
No-one added more surely to the gaiety 
of ‘nations, raised two blades of beauty 
where but one grew before. Beneath the 
magic touch of his fers-d-friser lovely 
women became ravishing, women hitherto 
reckoned as merely passable became 
lovely, plain women became imbued with 
new hope. Woman’s hair had always been 
her chief adornment. It was only after 
M. Marcel had exercised his arts that it 
became her crowning glory. But not by 
women only are the praises of this great 
one chanted. The brave, not less than the 
fair, are his constant worshippers. A 
leading London hairdresser stated recently 
that fifty per cent. of the clients who came 
to him to have their hair waved were men. 
Who will frown at this harmless vanity? 
If the magic curling tongs of M. Marcel 
have made ravishing woman absolutely 
irresistible, why should’ they not 
temper the . natura] ferocity of the 
lord of creation? Truly France’s tonsorial 
Praxiteles, as he spends his declining 
years in well-earned ease, may look forth 
upon his handiwork and say that it is 
good.

In another part of this paper will be 
found a list of the dates upon which the 
principal schools in Ireland re-open after 
the summer vacation.

FIVE AMBUSHES IN KERRY.

OFFICER AND VOLUNTEER 
KILLED, 


_A column of*national troops proceeding from 
Killorglin to Tralee fought their way through 
five ambushes on Monday evening. suffering two 
casualties. Captain Burke, Dunmanway, County 
fork, was killed at Castlemaine, and Volunteer 
Connors, Ennistymon, was killed at Ballyseedy, 

ear Tralee. 

The troops had only proceeded two miles from 
Kiliorglin on their way to Tralee, when Lewis 
Eun and rifle fire was opened on them. After 
m sharp engagement the attackers were beaten 

ff The troops captured a Lewis gun, six 
magazine rifles, and Mills bombs. They took 
four prisoners, two belonging to Cork County 
and two to Kerry, one of them being from 
Tralee, named Healy. 

The second ambueh occurred at Castlemaine, 
mear the railway bridge. Captain Burke, who 
was on horse-back, was killed in the first volley 
from the attackers, who were in a concealed 
“oor tee A fierce engagement ensued, which 
aste] for two-and-a-half hours. After the 
cessation of fire from the attackers the column 
went on, only to experience a third ambush half 
a mile further «n the road. An engagement of 
five minutes silenced the rifles of the attackers, 
who fled. At the crest of a hill known as 
Quills Cross tha fourth ambush took place. 
Here at dusk heavy rifle and Thomson gun- 
fire was opened on the troops, who replied 
vigorously. After an engagement lasting a 
quarter of an hour the irregulars fled. and the 
column of national troops proceeded down by 
Farmer's Bridge, a steep incline on the road 
two miles from Tralee. 

At Ballyseedy Demesne the fifth ambush 
occurred. Here fire was opened on the troops 
with Thomson guns and rifles, to which the 
troops rephed. Volunteer Connore. Ennistymon, 
Co. Clare was killed early in this engagement. 
The attackers were concealed in a wood, and 
fled before the fire of the troops, who entered 
Bailymullen barracks without further attacks, 
aiter a most trying journey, during which they 
were fighting strenuously for their lives. 

Captain Burke, who was killed at Castle- 
maine, was educated at the Presentation 
Brothers College and University College, Cork.

YOUNG OFFICER KILLED. 

One officer of the national army was killed 
and another was seriously wounded at Bonater- 
rin, a short distance from Tullamore, in an 
ambush, which took place there yesterday even- 
img. Lieutenant Cullen was killed, and Lieu- 
tenant Leahy was badly wounded. Both are 
officers in the Tullamore garrison. | 

It appears that they were driving in a Ford 
car to Tullamore from Kilcormac, when a hail 
of lead was poured on the car. Lieutenant 
Leahy, who has a very bad bullet wound in the 
a serious condition He is 
stated to be a native of Lisgowel, Co. Kerry. 
Lieutenant Cullen, who was killed, was said to 
be from Portarlington. Both were very popular 
officers. Lieutenant Leahy is a chemist by pro- 
fession, and up. to the time of joining the 
national army was an assistant at Mr. Shiels’s 
Pharmacy establishment, Tullamore. 

Later particulars show that the troops were 
returning from Kilcormac to Tullamore shortly 
after six p.m. They had been engaged. in 
clearing away road obstructions in the neigh- 
bourhood of Mount Bolus and Blueball. The 
travelled in cars, and numbered about twenty. 
The first car, which was driven by Captain 
Donnelly, O.C. of the local garrison, carried 
laeutenants Lawlor, Leahy and Cullen and 
‘olunteer Dunne. The other two cars were 
about half a mile behind. The party in the 
second car was in charge of Sergeant Reilly, 


.and the third was commanded by Corporal 


Collins. 

When the first car reached Bonaterrin wood, 
about four miles from Tullamore, rifle fire was 
opened from both sides of the road at close 
range. The attackers were concealed behind a 
hedge at one side of the road, and in a farm- 
yard at the other side, and appeared to be ‘n 
considerable numbers. Lieutenant Cullen, who 
sat in front of the car on Captain Donnelly’s 
left, was shot dead, the bullet having pene- 
trated his heart. Captain Donnelly escaped 
with a slight wound in the arm. Lieutenant 

ahy received a bullet wound in the back, 
which penetrated the abdomen. The other 
pccupants of the car, Lieutenant Lawlor and 
Volunteer Dunne, replied to the fire of the 
attackers. 

A few momenis afterwards the second car 
arrived, followed closely by the third, when a 
eneral engagement developed, which lasted over 
Par an hour, and the attackers were forced 
Yo retire under a heavy fire. Some of the 
ettacking party are believed to have been hit. 
Lieutenant Leahy, who was seriously wounded, 
was placed in the third car and driven to Tulla. 
more by Driver Ennis, the car departing under 

hail of bullets. It arrived at the garrison 
feadguarter soon after 7 o'clock, when Dr. 

oorhead was summoned. Lieutenant Leahy’s 
gondition he pronounced to be very serious. 

The garrison turned out at once and proceeded 
to the scene of the ambush, but when they 
arrived the fight had just finished, the attackers 
having decamped. A search of the position 
occupied by them disclosed the fact that the 
ambush had been well prepared. A number of 
rifle cartridge cases were found on the spot. 
The body of Lieutenant Cullen was placed in 
the second car, in charge of Sergeant O'Reilly, 
and conveyed to Tullamore, where it was ge- 
posited in the morgue of the County Hospital. 
A large rent, which apparently had been made 
by an explosive bullet, was found in the tunic 
in the region of the heart. 

Captain William Egan, son of Mr. John Egan, 
Croghan, Rhode, who was also in the firet car 
with Captain Donnelly, had a remarkable 
escape, & bullet having ewept the pince-nez from 
his nose without eee | any bodily injury. 
Captain Egan participated in the fighting with 
Captain Donnelly and Lieutenant Lawlor, and 
maintained a constant fire on the attackers 
wntil the arrival of reinforcements.

UNHAPPY CLONMEL.

THREAT TO DESTROY 


TRAFFIC. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CLONMEL, Monday. 

Its rail, telegraph, and telephone services 
being still perforce suspended, and its supply of 
daily papers being regularly burned by the 
irregulars outside the town, Clonmel! continues 
in a state of isolation. " Steps are being taken 
by the irregulars to make the lot of the towns- 
people intolerable. The latest step in this 
direction is a warning, circulated among motor 
drivers, that, from to-morrow, all cars leaving 
Clonmel will be fired on, virtually a demand 
that all traffic to and from the town shall 
cease. News of the order was first conveyed by 
drivers on Friday. During the week-end several! 
other drivers and motor car owners were in- 
formed by the irregulars that from Tuesday the 
occupants of motor cars leaving the town would 
travel at their own risk. Early this morning 
it was discovered that some handbills had been 
osted up in a few parts of the town, intimat- 
ing that all vehicles going either to or from 
Clonmel would be liable to be fired on. Under 
the circumstances, it is to be expected that in 
the majority of cases drivers will decline to 
take passengers, and that few passengers wil! 
be willing to take the risk of a journey in the 
face of what is generally regarded as an im- 
pudent order, the effect of which, if carried out, 
can be conceived. It is thought, locally, how- 
ever, that steps must shortly be taken by the 
troops to have the whole area cleared of the 
small bands of irregulars who are responsible 
for this ordtér, and for the isolation of the 
town generally. 

Late on Saturday night the two soldiers who 
had been made prisoners by the irregulars after 
the ambush at Redmondstown, in which Colone! 
Thornton was wounded and two others killed, 
returned to Clonmel, having effected their 
escape from their captors near Killonery. In 
an interview, one of them said that the irre- 
gulars had treated them as well as they could. 
Describing the circumstances under which the 
ambusb in which they had been captured was 
carried out, he said that they had left Carrick- 
on-Suir, travelling in a Ford private car. The 
party consisted of Colonel Thornton, Sergeant 
Finnegan, Volunteer Cantwell, my informant. 
and a companion. They reached Redmondstown 
without interference. They were here told. by a 
man, who was driving a pony and trap, that 
the. road was obstructed further on, a tree hav- 
ing been felled across it, about 20 yards from 
Redmondstown railway bridge. Colonel Thorn- 
ton dismounted from the car, and the rest rí 
the party followed. He was giving some in- 
structions when machine gun fire was suddenly 
opened on them killing Finnegan and Cantwell 
where they stood. The firing was at extremely 
close range, and lasted little more than seven 
minutes. 

Continuing his narrative, my informant said 
that he heard Colonel Thornton moaning on 
the opposite side of the road, “and when I 
looked up, after having taken cover,” he went 
on, “I saw one of the irregulars, who was 
standing near by with a Lewis gun to his 
shoulder. He ordered us to get up, and we 
could do nothing. but comply. That was the 
first that we heard of a surrender, 
tainly there was no call to halt before the 
shooting began.” i 

He estimated the number of ambushers at 25. 
With his companion, my informant was taken 
away by the irregulars towards Kilcash, about 
five miles from Carrick-on-Suir, and subse- 
quently to Killonery, further back. They took 
them into farmhouses, where it was the usual 
rocedure to take possession of the kitchen and 
felp themselves. This was the way in which 
the irreguiars supplied themselves on a 
occasions. Most of them, he said, were very 
badly in want of footwear, and seemed to have 
had quite enough of fighting. 

Some sniping from the mountains was in- 
dulged in by the small outpost of the irregulars 
last evening. The troops replied with loathe 
gun fire, silencing the snipers. 

The unidentified body of an irregular, which 
was found by a scouting party in the mountains, 
has been interred.

VOLUNTEER FATALLY WOUNDED. 

On Sunday evening a patrol of the national 
troops was ambyshed a short distance from 
Newport, Co.- Mayo, when Volunteer Charles 
Sullivan, Bangor Erris, Co. Mayo, was shot 
through the neck, and two others were slightly 
wounded. Sullivan was taken to Castlebar 
County Infirmary, where an operation was. per- 
formed by Dr. A. MacBride, Resident Surgeon, 
but he died during the early hours of Monday 
morning. The remains have been removed to 
bis native place for interment.

SOLDIER SHOT DEAD. 


National troops proceeding from Tobercurry 
in the direction of Curry were ambushed mid- 
way between both towns on Friday evening by 
a large force of irregulars, and one man was 
shot dead, two were slightly wounded, and a 
number of the patrol were deprived of their 


arms, 
It is stated that a message was delivered at 
Tobercurry Barrack in the afternoon to the 
effect that some of the irregular leaders were 
in the vicinity, and a patrol left shortly after- 
wards with the intention of effecting their 
arrest. At a place called Eskeragh, where the 
road runs between high embankments, heavy 
rifle and machine gun fire was poured inio the 
troops from both sides of the road. At the first 
volley a soldier fell mortally wounded. : 
The spot selected for the ambush 
was a regular death trap, and the wonder 
is that the whole patrol was not wiped out, 
It is stated that the soldier who wes killed had 
a presentment of his fate, having told a 
comtade when leaving the barracks. that he 
believed he would not return, as he bad dreamt 
on the previous night of being led into an 


ambush.

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CORK DESPERADOES’ 
CRIME. 


MAN WHO DROVE THE 


NATIONAL FORCES, “ 
—£— 


In the early hours of yesterday morníng an 
attempt was made to murder ward Isher- 
wood, aged 22, residing at 56 Watercourse road, 
Cork, a civilian motor driver, who has of late 
been frequently employed to drive cars for 
the national army. etd 

At about 2 o’clock three men called at his 
residence, saying that they wanted him to drive 
a car. Believing that it was an emergency 
call from some of the national forces, Isher- 
wood came down from his bed to answer the 
summons. When he got to the front door le 
saw men who were masked, and before he 
could raise an alarm they clapped revolvers to 
his head, ordered him to remain silent, and 
to accompany them. He had to comply, and 
they took him to a field about three miles away 
on the outskirts of the city. 

Here they were met by three more men, who 

were also masked and armed, The leader in- 
formed Isherwood that they were going to shoot 
him, as he had been convicted of spying. Some 
of the party then questioned. the ire Gr" 
man. One asked if it was true that Isherwood 
had been Mr. Michael Collins’s driver on the 
day’ that the Commander-in-Chief was killed 
in the ambush at Bealnablath. Isherwood 
truthfully replied ' No.” Another wanted to 
know if Isherwood had driven a doctor and 
some nurses to Youghal on the previous day 
for the national army, and the chauffeur re- 
pled that he did. 
Sundry other questions concerning is 
journeys when in, pursuit of his ocbupation were 
put to him., They then told him the names of 
six other motor drivers in the city whom 
they intended to shoot, remarking, “ They will 
be soon in Heaven with you.” The leader of 
the party then asked him whether he would 
prefer to be shot standing or sifting, and he 
replied, ''- Sitting.” 

They then tied his hands behind his back, 
blindfolded him, and told him to say an Act of 
Contrition.. Another of the party then affixed 
to his breast a card, on which was written the 
words: ' Convicted spy. LR.A Beware.” 
The six men then retired a short distance away 
and fired.a volley at him. He fell with a bullet 
in his head. One of the men said 
that it was all right. To make as- 
surance doubly sure one of them = struck 
a match, and by its feeble light saw Isherwood 
lying prone in a pool of blood, mouth open, 
motioniess, and not breathing. The mateh went 
out, and to his infinite relief Isherwood heard 
the men walk away. 

He waited for a while, and all was silent, but 
owing to his wounds and shock after such a 
terrifying experience and so narrow an escape, 
he was not able to arise for two hours. He lay 
there bleeding badly until after four o'clock in 
the morning, when he commenced to cawl 
towards the city. ‘In this way he crossed several 
fields and covered a distance of nearly two miles 
beforé he met a woman who ‘procured assist- 
ance, and he was conveyed to hospital. A 
wound in the left ankle was made by a dum- 
dum bullet, which has been extracted. His 
other injury was not severe, and Isherwood is in 


ago Isherwood 
was a ". in British military 
transport, then found employment 
at Johnson and Perrott’s garage, Cork, until, he 
was hired by the national Army within the 
past ten days. He was through two ambushes, 
one near Macroom and oné between Cork and 
Fermoy. Although he escaped uninjured in 
both, he had a narrow escape in the laiter 
ambush, when a man who was eitting next to 
lim in the car was hit. 

This ts the first case of its kind in the South 
during the present internal strife, and it hase 
caused a sensation in Cork, where the shooting 
is universally condemned. Precautions will be 
taken to protect the men whom the assailante 
named as Solas ““on the list of the condemned.”

'IRELGULARS BEATEN OFF. 

National forces in occupation of Kineale re- 
pelled.an attack on the town by a body of 
irreguiars during Monday night.

SEVENTEEN PRISONERS TAEEN. 


The residence of the late Mr. John Coghlan, 
the well-known horse breeder and trainer, was 
the scehe on Saturday evening of an engage- 
ment between the irregulars and the national 
Nessa It lasted for a considerabie time, and 
resulted in the capture of thirteen of the 


irregulars with a large quantity of arms and@ 


ammunition. 

At about 7 p.m. a lorry of eleven men left 
Claremorris for Balla, and en route learned 
that Brize House, which js now the property 
of Mr. John. McEllen, of Balla, had just been 
occupied by a flying column of irregulars. The. 
lorry entered the avenue off the high road, and 
dashed at. full speed towards the house, on 
which the treops immediately opened fire. The 
occupants were taken by surprise, but they re- 
turned the fire from the windows. - A more 
dangerous fire came from -the direction of the 
railway, some hundreds of yards to the back, 
where the main body of the irregulars lay con- 
cealed in a thicket. 

Light. of the troops 400k cover, and ree 
hastened back to Claremorrig for reinfrce- 
ments. Meantime a fierce attack from these 
two points was concentrated on the [fittle 
handful of troops, which had taken shelter be- 
hind a sod fence, and for half an hour they 
defended their . position, returning rapid firo 
towards the house and towards the thicket, 
and did not sustain a single casualty. They 
were out-numbered by five to one. There was 
no attempt to evacuate the house. Reinforce-, 
ments were despatched from Claremorris five 
minutes after the two soldiers had arrived there. 
Théy tore through the streets at a rapid pace, 
a Lancia car, two loaded lorries, and the Red 
Cross ambulance. General Symons was in 
charge, and in less than fifteen minutes he and 
his party were in action. 

The Lancia epened fire with a machine gun, 
and, under cover of the lorries, advaneed to 
close quarters. A demand for admission te 
the house was refused, but a machine gunner 
in a few seconds had cut a hole in the door 
with bullets. The occupants still showed no 
disposition to surrender, and a terrific rain of 
lead from the machine gun and the lorries 
was poured into the building. The reply, which 
was weak, was sustained for about twenty 
minutes, when a Mauser, with a white flag, was 
thrust through a window. The fire ceased, and 
thirteen of .he irregulars were taken prisoners. 
One of them—a young man named Malone 
from Westport—was badly wounded. There 
must have teen further casualties, for the 
rooms were besmeared with blood, and a Thomp- 
son gun, which they had in use, was lying in a 
pool of blood. From the railway direction the 
fire had dicd away early in the fight, and it 
seems that the irregulars there must have fled 
to a safer retreat, but not before they sustained

‘The following official report was issued from 
Genera! Headquarters, Irish Army, at 11 p.m. 
last night :— | | 

“ Yesterday a tunnel was discovered by the 
authorities in Maryborough Prison, and three of 
the irregular prisoners were found trying to 
escape... As a result of the discovery of the 
tunnel, disciplinary measures were enforced. 
An ‘ ultimatum ’ was later sent to the Governor 
of the prison by the leader of the irregular 
prisoners, in which it was stated that they 
would go on hunger-strike ab noon to-day. This 
step was not taken. Ai 3 p.m. each prisoner 
set fire to his mattress and bed clothing, and 
all rushed into the compound. In the disturb- 
ance which followed five prisoners were 
wounded. The fire was got under control, and 
subsequently extinguished. No _ prisoners 
escaped.” 

Maryborough Prison, says our Maryborough 
Correspondent, in which irregulars are con- 
fined, has been the centre of a round 
of sensations, the first. of which was an 
abortive attack in the carly hours of yesterday 
morning, when, for nearly an hour, shots were 
directed from points outside at the sentries on 
the walls. The sentries replied vigorously, and 
the attackers disappeared. 

Later,in the morning it is said the prisoners 


intention to go on hunger-strike at 12 noon 
yesterday, for what reason has not been ascer- 
tained. At about 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
smoke was observed issuing from the windows 
of the big convict block, in which the prisoners 
were housed. The volume of smoke quickly in- 
creased, and soon a dense cloud was rising over 
the prison, and was being carried away by the 
strong wind. The townspeople flocked to ine 
scene, but cordons of troops from the barracks 
guarded all the roads, and no one was allowe:l 
to pass.. Excitement, which was already in 
tense, was increased by the report of machine 
gun ‘fire within the prison walls. 

So far it has not been possible to interview 
the Military Governor, but, from what 
have  — learned on good authoritv, 
it would appear that when leaving their cells 
for the aftérnoon period of exercise some of 
the men set fire to the mattresses in their cells. 
On coming into the prison gfounds they took 
up a position in which they obstructed the 
prison Fast who were dealing with 
the outbreak, after repeated orders to 
move, some rounds were fired over 
their heads. Immediately they cleared away 
and threw themselves on the ground, but a 
few were hit by bullets which ricochetted ff 
the prison wall. None of the wouhds, it is said, 
ig serious. The prison fire extinguishing appli- 
ances were immediately got to work, and these 
Bus later supplcmented by the town fire hose 
ines. 

At the time of telegraphing the fire is ze- 
ported to be well under control, but the pri- 
soners’ bedding and what persona! clothing was 
in the cells have been destroyed. The water 
supply failed to some extent, and it has been 
discovered that the engine at the well of Mary- 
borough, which provides 4 supplementary 
supply, was damaged and put out of action * v 
blows of a sledgehammer simultaneously with 
the starting of the fire. 

The prisoners are now rounded up in their 
exercise yard, and ugless it is possible to have 
the débris removed from the cells before dark, 
they will possibly have to be kept in the open 
overnight. On Monday the prison authorities 
discovered a tunnel in course of construction 
from one. of the cells towards the outer wall, 
and if is surmised that, failing in their effort 
to escape, the prisoners decided on the firing of 
their ceils, in the hope that some, at least, of 
them might get away in the hurley-burley and 
under cover of the smoke screen caused by the 
fires This, however, has not occurred. 

The latest information from Maryborough last 
night was that comparatively little damage was 
done to the prison by the fire, which was very 
soon got under control. , 

The Dublin Fire Brigade, in response to a 
call, ‘sent a fire engine and six men, under 
Lieutenant. Power, by special train to Mary- 
borough. The men had not returned at an 
early hour this morning.

FOUND DEAD. ON THE ROAD. 


Yesterday morning a man, named Michacl 
Danford, was found lying dead in the roadway 
at Singland, near Limerick.’ He had two bullet 
wounds in the head. No motive can be assigned 
for the deed. He was a native of the sie har. 
ing lived at Island road with his wife and three 
children. 

When the discovery was made the Corporation 
ambulance was telephoned for, and the remains 
were removed to his home, 

On Monday night Mary street Barrack, Lime- 
rick, which is occupied by national soldiers, was 
attacked. A bomb was thrown at the building, 
but, nobody was injured. 

At about the same hour a couple of shots were 
fired at the national guard at the Custom House, 
Limerick. The soldiers replied, and the at- 
tackers ran away. It is believed that one was 
struck. |

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TRACED BY BICYCLE MARKS, 


National troops operating in the South-Eastern 
and South-Western area of the County Galway 
made a number of important captures during 
the week-end. In one case three well-known 
irregulars were tracked to a house by means ‘of 
the marks of bicycle tyres. They surrendered 
after a fight which lasted for twenty minutes. 

On Friday evening Commandant O'Reilly left 
Portumna with a mobile column for the purpose 
of searching Ahascragh, near Ballinasloe, which 
had been made the haunt of irregulars for some 
tune. Several, houses were searched without 
avail. On Saturday night the troops had Ahas- 
eragh surrounded for the second time, and, hav- 
ing gleaned some further information, they 
proceeded to Clonbrock. Here also nothing was 
found, and the men returned to Ahascragh, and 
after a further futile search returned to their 
base, only to be back in Ahascragh again by 
Sunday at midnight. On this-occasion the 
troops were divided into two sections, and they 
surrounded the village and worked their way in. 
They raided a house there, and found that the 
irregulars were after beating an ex-policeman 
and taking his bicycle, Then occurred the most 
exciting incident of the round-up. The troop 
carefully followed the trail of the bicycle for 
about half a mile, when all tracks disappeared 
in the direction of Clonbroeck. A patient search 
was, however, quickly rewarded, for a quarter 
of a mile further on the tracks were again 
visible, as if the machine had been carried over 
the intervening space. 

Having picked up the trail the troops ulti- 
mately surrounded the house of a gamekeeper, 
and called upon the men within to surrender. 
The terror-stricken women came to the door 
of the house, and were permitted to leave by 
the troops before fire was cpened upon it. A 
demand .to surrender was again made, and then 
a fierce fusillade began, the irregulars, who 
occupied a room next to the kitchen, pouring a 
hail of bullets through the windows. The 
troops took cover, and crept towards the house, 
one Volunteer firing through a window while 
he puffed away at his pipe. Ultimately Volun- 
teér Goode rushed at the door, got inside the 
dwelling, and opened fine from the kitchen. 
After about a score of shots had been fired 
inside Mr. Jack Keogh, a well-known irregular, 
walked from the building, carrying two 
Webley revolvers.--- A new Service rifle 
Was subsequently found in = the room. 
J. Downey; of Abhascragh, and Sean 
O'Neill, of Tuam, were also captured. 

The troops found in the room three Service 
rifles; with ammunition; two Webley revolvers, 
fully loaded; 12 large bombs, and three bicycles. 
The capture was effected about 7 o'clock in 
Sunday morning.

‘BISHOP OF KERRY’S 
STRIKING LETTER. 
aapuneniildinemees 


The following letter from the Most Reyerend 
Dr. O'Sullivan was read at all the Masses in 
Killarney on Sunday :— EN 

“My Dear People, 

“On my return last Monday to. Killarney 
from a distant part of the diocese, I was 
shocked beyond measure to hear of the revoltin 
crime that had been committed im’ your mids 
in the course of the preceding week. I refer to 
the murder of two young men, who were 
members of the Society of the Red Cross, and 
were wearing its uniform. 

“ They had come to Kerry, not as combatants, 
but solely on a mission of mercy and charity. 
Their mission was to act the part of the Good 
Samaritan, of whom there is mention in the 
Gospel of this day’s Mass—not to inflict pain, 
but to give all possible aid and eomfort to 
the wounded and suffering. 

“This merciful mission they would have dis- 
charged on behalf of even the miscreants who 
so foully murdered them, as well as on behalf 
of their own comrades. No language can be 
strong enough to denounce this atrocious crime. 
Even the infidel Turk respects the Red Cross. 
To add to the infamy of this revolting crime, 
the assassins, we are informed, sacriligeously 
made use of the sacred ruin in Innisfallen 
known as the Oratory to effect their murderous 
decisions. 

‘As similar deeds of blood and shameful acts 
of loot and pillage and destruction continue to 
be perpetrated in our midst, all of which are in 
utter conflict with the moral law, and inflict 
material ruin on this ancient Irish nation, we 
think it well to put before you again the 
weighty words of the Bishops of the Irish 
Church, your divinely appointed teachers in 
the matters of morality, whose moral teaching 
you cannot disregard without imperilling your 
immortal souls. ! 

“We, therefore, call your particular atten- 
tion tA the following extracts from the Bishops’ 
pronouncement :— 

“It is painful and sorrowful to us to have 
io use the language of condemnation, but prin- 
ciples are now being openly advocated and acted 
upon which are in fundamental conflict with the 
law of God. and which, as Bishops and pastors 
appointed to safequard Christian morals, we 
cannot allow to pass without solemn censure and 
reprobation 

“* Foremost amongst these principles is the 
claim that the Army, or a part of it, can, with- 
out any authority from the nation as 
a whole. déclare itself independent of 
all civil authority in the country. 
The Army as a whole, and still more a 
part of the Army, has no such moral right. 
Such a claim is a claim to militery despotism, 
and ig subversive of all civil liberty. It is 
án immoral usurpation and confiscation of the 
people s rights 

SOCIAL PRINCIPLE. 

ARMY IS THE SERVANT OF THE 

PEOPLE. | 

“More than any other order in society, 
the Army, from the very nature of its institu- 
tion, is the servant, and not the master, of the 
nation’s Government, and revolt against the 
supreme authority up by the people is 
nothing Jess than a sacrilege against national 
freedom, 

“*We the young men cdnnected with 
this military revolt to consider religiously our 
solemn teaching on this fundamental maxim of 
social morality, otherwise they will involve 
themselves and their followers in conscientious 
difficulty of the gravest character, for, in pro- 
secution of these principles, they proceed to 
make shameful war upcn their own 
country. They are paricides, and not 
natriots. When they shoot their brothers 
on the opposite side they are murderers; 
when they commandeer public or private pro- 
perty they are robbers and brigands, and are 
bound. to make restitution. These are sins and 
crimes of the most heinous guilt. 

“ITE pains us to the heart to think of our 
young boys, with their generous instincts, being 
mixed up in this network of scandalous and In- 
calculable criminality. 

*** In God's name we implore them to return to 
their innocent. homes rather than poison their 
lives and weigh their consciences for eternity 
with such a grievous responsibility. df their 
political passion for an Irish Republic is wisely 
conceived, their day will come in God’s good 
providence. 

**In the considered statement of the united 
Irish Episcopate,, dealing with. furdamental 
truths of morality for the guidance of their 
flocks, every Catholic is bound to acquiesce. 
No statement of an individual priest ór layman 
at variance with it can detract in the 
slightest from its ddéctrinal authority 
or lessen one —iota its binding 
force on the consciences of all their subjects. 
It is the Bishops whom the Holy Spirit has 
appointed to rule the Church of Christ. .It is 
they, as successors of the Apostles, who have 
been divinely commissioned to teach all nations. 

hey are each. in his own diocese, the sole 
authentic teachers of faith and morals. 

“Those who act in defiance of the explicit 
moral teaching of the Bishops cannot salve 
their consciences witlf unconsidered and un- 
authoritative statements of individual priests. 
Individual priests cannot. publicly teach at all 
in matters of faith and morals, except in so far 
as their Bishops permit, and they can teach 
only what the Bishops, in union with their 
heads on earth, approve and sanction. 

THE BISHOPS’ GUIDANCE, 
ARBITERS IN MATTERS OF 
CONSCIENCE, 
va. equally futile for individbals in the 
heat of political passion to seek to evade the 
binding consciences of their 
Bishops’ teaching. suggesting that the 
matters. it deals with are political or 
secular, who is to define what questions 
come within the ambit of the Bishops” teaching 

authority? 

“ Theologians teach 
Bishops themselves are the sole competent 
judges. All the members of their flocks, 
then, must,*for their practical guidance, accept 
their teaching in such matters as are agitated 
among us to-day and are dealt with in the 
Bishops' pronouncement. 

“ It is true, indeed, that in cases of doubt 
an appeal lies to higher ecclesiastica] authority ; 
but until such appeal is taken and allowed the 
obligation .imposed on the consciences of all 
their subjects by the Bishops’ teaching remains 
in full force. [t is clear, therefore, that not 
only those guilty cf the hateful crime that 
desecrated Innisfallen’s ruined shrine, but their 
misguided comrades also. who are engaged in 
destroying the property of the ratepayers, com- 
mandeering goods from traders or farmers, and 
turning their weapons on their own countrymen, 
are acting in defiance of the moral 
law, and are literally guilty, in the words of 
the Bishops, of brigandage and murder. 

“ Equally guilty with them—indeed, 
guilty if they hold any positions that would 
seem to give weight to their words, are all 
who countenance their criminal courses by 
counsel, encouragement, approval, or by co- 
operation of any kind. 

'“We would, then, appeal with the most 
earnest pastoral solicitude to these young ncn 
who have been misled into the unlawful courses 
which their Bishops reprobate by a false con- 
ception of their rights as soldiers of Ireland, 
and @ false sense of loyalty to their leaders, 
to desist from action that is morally inde- 
fensible, and is ruinous to the best interests cf 
the country they profess to love.

It seems to be expected in Paris that the 
Reparations, Commission will come to a decision 
to-day or early to-morrow, ard a Council of 
Ministers, over which M. Millerand will preside, 
has been summoned for to-morrow morning. 
An immediate issue of high importance, and 
remoter issues vital to the world, are in the 
balance. We can but trust that a sense of 
their magnitude, and of their complex and quite 
incalculable consequences, will weigh heavily 
upon the minds and the consciences of those in 
whose hands they rest. 

Responsibility is not confined’ to the Com- 
mission and to the statesmen of the two 
countries. In large measure, it rests with the 
French and English peoples. It is they who 
will create the atmosphere in which the ques- 
tion will be determined. It is for them, before 
it is too late, to bring home to their rulers 
that it must ‘be determined with a clear per- 
ception of their permanent interests, and not 
out of hopes to achieve a diplomatic success, or 
to win temporary applause. 

The greatest and the most lasting of those 
interests are the same for England and for 
France. They are security and peace, and the 
return of the financial and commercial pres- 
perity, of which security and peace are the first 
conditions. Average French opinion knows well 
the value of the British alhance. It would 
profoundly resent, as British feeling would re- 
sent. action by anybody, and on any — 
which would shatter or gricvously weaken the 
Entente, and thereby realise what has been the 
fondest wish of the Germans ever since the 
Armistice. 

It will accept, we expect, perhaps with re- 
luetance, but it will accept, reasonable repre- 
sentations based upon the assurance that 
England will help France to make Germany 
pay all that she can pay, and as soon as she 
can pay i. 


These are issues of fact which ought to be 


‘capable of determination. 


WHO IS RESPONSIBLE” 


ILL-EQUIPPED R.A.F. IN INDIA. 


The Times, in a leading article, -~A 
scandalous state of affairs with regard to the 
equipment and administration of the R.A.F. in 
India is disclosed in a communication which we 
have received from Major W.*Luard. The 
extracts which he sends us from the ‘letters of 
his dead son. a young officer in the R.A.F.,. who 
was killed a fortnight ago by the crashing of 
his machine on the aerodrome at Dardoni, tell 
the pitiable story. with a force that must awaken 
a strong feeling of indignation in the minds of 
all who read it. 

His notes cover the period from the beginning 
of this year to the month before his own death. 
They show. without possibility of contradiction, 
that members of the R.A.F. engaged in the 
“ pacification" of Waziristan are asked to do 
their work in conditions that render it an 
almost impossibly difficult and dangerous task. 
The machines with which they are supplied are 
‘old and patchéd up grids.’ In the whole of 
India there are no new types of aeroplanes, no 
spare machines even of the old types, and a 
complete, or almost complete. shortage of pro- 
pellers, shock absorbers, and other spare parts. 

On one of the bombing expeditions referred 
to in these letters; 60 or 70 per cent. of the 
bombs issued failed to burst. 

As Major Luard says, we have at least the 
right to demand that the gallant and loyal men 
who, without complaint, carry out their duties 
on the borders of the Empire should be supplied 
with the best and most reliable material.

POET AND MAN OF ACTION, 


. Mrs. Katharine Tynan Hinkson, in a letter to 
The Times, says :— “Your Dublin Correspondent, 
writing of the calamitous death of Michael 
Collins, says of Richard Mulcahy that he is 
‘handicapped by the temperament of a 
philosopher." Well, he may have the tempera- 
ment. of a philosopher—though I should not call 
that a handicap ‘in Irish politi¢és—but he has 
also the temperament of a poet, without which 
no Irish genius is complete. 

“I listened at the Dail meetings last autumn 
to speech after speech, which seemed to me 
brought up on the traditions of Irish oratory, 
deliberately common-place and dull. Then came 
Mulcahy, and the whole thing was changed. He 
was. not ashamed to put his emotions into 
oratory, and listening to him one was back in 
the. great days. ; 

“ His address to the Army on the death of 
Michael] Collins seems to me admirable as poetic 
prose. Nothing -could be finer. There is no 
higher type of man in our history than the man 
who is at once poet and man of action, as 
witness the great men of the Elizabethan days. 

“Ireland has suffered a terrible calamity in 
the death of her two leaders, but while such 
men as Richard Mulcahy and the Brennans of 
Clare lead her Army we may lift up our heavy 
hearts.’’

OFFENSIVE. 

HEAVY FIGHTING IN ANATOLIA, 

Reuter’s Agency learns that information 
has been received in Greek circles in 
London of the launching of a strong offen- 
sive on the part of the Kemalists in Asia 
Minor. The attack commenced on Satur- 
day, and continued without a break 
throughout the night, and was strongly 
supported by artillery. 

It is believed that ten divisions are in- 
volved, the stréngth of each of which is 
6,000. 

The offensive is being pursued in a. 
northerly direction, the line attacked 
stretching from Akardagh to Hassanbel, 
due west of Afion Karahissar, the great 
railway centre held by the Greeks. 

The objective of the attack is believed 
to be the cutting of the Karahissar- 
Eskishehr Railway. and the severing of 
the Greek communications between North 
and South. 

A telegram from Athens late last night 
says that it is officially confirmed that 
Afion Karahissar has been evacuated by 
the Greeks forces.
